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Bacon enjoying a sizzling stint in the spotlight

Eileen Garrity recently spotted a sign outside Bucktown bar Chinaski’s 
that caught her eye. In her excitement, she rushed out an e-mail to her 
cousin. The title: “FREE BACON!!!” 

“I just felt like we had to go,” said Garrity, 23, of Lakeview, in between 
small bites of bacon. “It’s so good.” 


On a typical Monday night 
at Chinaski’s, dozens of Chi- 
cagoans file in because, like 
Garrity, they have a crush on 
the iconic salty and smoky rib- 
bons of pork. 

West Chicago resident Kate 
Keleghan, also at Chinaski’s on 
a recent Monday, is so bacon- 
brained that she named her cat after the 
food last year. 

“I was pretty much obsessed with it,” said 
Keleghan, 22. “Bacon and toast was almost 
the only thing I was eating for a while.” 

They aren’t the only ones living high 



The meat for bacon is trimmed off of 
pig bellies (there are two bellies pro- 
duced from each hog) and then cured. 
There are two common types of curing, 
one in which salt brine is injected into 
the meat and one in which dry salt is 
rubbed over the bellies. 

At Paulina Meat Market, the meat 
is dry-salted for a week before it is 
soaked to get the salt out, sausage 
maker Jerome Lekan said. The meat is 
then taken to a smokehouse where it is 
heated until fully cooked. 

The process takes about 10 days, 
Lekan said. 


on the hog. Like few other 
foods, bacon has inspired a 
cult-like following that has 
only seemed to grow in recent 
years, if the popularity of 
bacon-of-the-month clubs 
and bacon-obsessed blogs is 
any indication. 

Heather Lauer, who writes 
the popular blog Bacon Unwrapped and is 
working on a book called “Bacon Tour of 
America,” said it’s safe to call bacon trendy 
“Bacon has been around for a long time, 
but it is definitely all the rage right now,” 
said Lauer, currently on a nationwide Tour 
de Bacon of sorts to research her book. 
“Every smokehouse I met with indicated 
that their bacon sales have increased over 
the last five years.” 

Lauer noted all the quirky, bacon-relat- 
ed products on the market— bacon mints, 
Band-Aids, BLT candles, toothpicks, even 
a bra. The most popular recent develop- 
ment is Bacon Salt, a product introduced 
last year by Justin Esch and Dave Lefkow, 
two self-proclaimed “bacontrepreneurs” 
from Seattle, that’s beginning to pop up 
in grocery stores nationwide and can be 
found at Meijers stores in the Chicago 
area. 

Nationally, sales of refrigerated bacon 
hovered just below $2 billion in 2006, 
according to figures provided by Chica- 
go-based market research company Min- 
tel. 

That’s down slightly from previous 
years, but try telling that to locals with an 
insatiable appetite for the tastiest part of 
The Other White Meat. 

Sausage maker Jerome Lekan, who

prepares bacon for Paulina Meat Market 
in Lakeview, says he has noticed an uptick 
in sales, especially in the summer. 

And bacon has been a hot item for burg- 
ers of late, judging by Wendy’s Baconator. 
The fast food chain sold 25 million of the 
840 -calorie swine-heavy sandwiches in 
North America during its first eight weeks 
on menus last fall, a company spokesper- 
son said. 

Still, despite what some might see as 
a lowbrow reputation, bacon is no lon- 
ger solely for greasy spoons and fast food 
joints. Upscale boutiques and eateries in 
Chicago are getting in on the action too. 

Last summer, highly rated West Loop 


dining mecca Blackbird— once named to 
Gourmet magazine’s list of the nation’s 50 
best restaurants— introduced a popular 
bacon ice cream for the season. 

Chef Jeremy Brutzkus, owner of Wick- 
er Park chocolatier Coco Rouge, makes a 
bacon-based chocolate bar called The Car- 
nassier that is one of the most popular. 

It might be surprising to hear that in a 
culture obsessed with counting calories 
and banning trans fats that such a brazen- 
ly salty and fatty food could be so popular, 
but Shannon Beckering, 32, thinks rebel- 
lion could be part of the point. 

“It’s like a primal thing,” said Beckering, of 
Lakeview “No one feels right about eating it 
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but, sometimes you just can’t help yourself.” 

Brutzkus, who uses artisan bacon smoked 
with applewood in his chocolate bars, likes 
bacon for more aesthetic reasons. “It draws 
in all your senses and it’s a real hearty, fulfill- 
ing food,” he said. 

Said Lauer, the blogger: “{It’s] the ulti- 
mate combination of sweet, salty and smoky 
flavors, all packed into one delicious, meaty 
strip with a perfect fat-to-lean ratio. How 
can you not be obsessed with it?” 

Count Chinaski’s manager Hermes San- 
tana as one who is mystified by the phenom- 
ena. He said the appeal of Monday’s bacon 
night at the bar caught him off guard. “It’s 
just bacon,” Santana said with a shrug. 


But when ownership of the bar changed 
last month— along with the name (it was 
formerly known as Whiskey Road) and 
much of the cuisine — the Monday event 
was one of the few holdovers. 

“It really is a big draw,” Santana said. “I 
can’t tell you how many people walk by with 
their cell phone cameras just to take a pic- 
ture of our bacon sign.” 

Lincoln Park resident Kevin White said 
he doesn’t understand the bacon cult either. 

“I like meat, but bacon is just too fatty 
and greasy,” he said. “I just kind of squirm 
when I see it on someone’s plate.”

The scene: With few exceptions, there’s only one 
reason we drag ourselves out of bed for weekend 
brunch: the food. Diosa on the River, a new

Milwaukee Ave.), could be one of 
those exceptions. 

Like all the Riverwalk spots that 
cropped up this summer, Diosa is 
strictly a seasonal operation. That 
means porta-potties, plastic plates and 
food propped in a cute but tiny trailer. 

Despite the temporary nature, Diosa puts on a 
good show ^Xdde red umbrellas top metal tables, 
flower boxes line the riverside fence, and on week- 
ends, a jazz combo plays. 

The crowd skews touristy and ^ CHEAPq 

it’s easy to see why With the Mari- “ 


na City corncobs across the way 
and the Trump International 
Hotel & Tower looming to 
the east, the river-level view 
sure beats the inside of 
another Starbucks. 


The cuisine: The seasonal setup translates to a 
short menu— just five brunch dishes, balanced by 
some salads and grilled items from the lunch menu. 

Sweet options include creme brulee French 
toast ($12.95) and a pancake napoleon 
($12.95); savory side, there’s steak 
and eggs ($13.95) a Peking duck 
confit croissant ($12.95). 

The croissant, loaded with the sort 
of sweetly sauced duck you’d find on 
the menu at your neighborhood Chi- 
nese spot, is a fiin twist on the usual 
breakfast sandwich. It’s served over a 
sprinkling of diced hard-boiled egg and 
topped with sprouts. 

The pancake napoleon would have scored more 
points with us if it hadn’t been such a tease. What 
the menu said: “layers of coconut 
pancake with fresh banana, apple 



and strawberry with passion fruit- 
scented syrup.” What we got: 


layers of pancake with fresh 
O banana, apple and strawber- 
A ry with syrup . 

^ Z Not delivering on menu 
descriptions is a recurring 



problem. “House-blended fresh juice” ($2.50) also 
was advertised, and on a steamy August morning, 
we jumped at the suggestion. But what arrived— 
with no explanation from our server— was aplastic 
bottle of Dole OJ. 

Thank goodness that view wouldn’t ever let us 
down.

The basics: In Fine Spirits, a spinoff of the 
next-door wine, beer and spirits retailer of the 
same name, is the rare neighborhood place that 
manages to pull off a slightly upscale vibe. The 
bar occupies a vintage space that’s been mod- 
ernized and decorated 
to feel like a cozy liv- 
ing room, with soothing 
green decor, dark wood 
and high- top bar tables. 
If you care a bit about 
architecture — or just 
watch HGTV— you’ll 
marvel at the original tin 
ceilings and mosaic floor 
tiles. Rather gaze at your 
date? Take it out back to 
the private, tucked-away 
patio, which seats 50. 

Noise level: In Fine 
Spirits is the perfect 
place for conversation. 
Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday are good 
date nights, but general 
manager Brandon Wise 


assures us that even during peak times on week- 
ends, it’s still possible to have an intimate chat. 

What to order: %u won’t find your good bud- 
dies Jack Daniel’s or Jose Cuervo lurking behind 
the bar here. In Fine Spirits stocks only high- 
end— and often hard- to-find— beer, wine and 
liquor from small producers. But don’t let that 
intimidate you. The unpretentious, friendly 
staff will happily guide you. In Fine Spirits spe- 
cializes in pre-Prohibition cocktails, so this is 
your chance to choose something you’ve only 
heard about in black-and-white movies, like a 
Rob Roy ($9) or a spicy Moscow Mule ($9.50), 
the 1 940s cocktail made with Hangar One vod- 
ka and Blenheim 1903 Hot Ginger Ale. For the 
true experience, skip the mixed drinks and go 
straight for the hard stuff: absinthe. Once vili- 
fied for its alleged psychotropic properties, 
absinthe has been deemed safe (well ... about as 
safe as any alcohol) and is now sold in the U.S. 

Absinthe service ($io-$i4) includes a ceremo- 
nious pour in a traditional reservoir glass: It’s 
topped with fountain water filtered through an 
ice cube balanced on a slotted spoon. Contrary 
to popular lore, you won’t hallucinate, so make 
sure your date’s a cutie.

The smoke’s on them— Rogen, Franco speak 
bluntly about their roles in ‘Pineapple Exp ress ’^

“Pineapple Express” stars James Fran- 
co and Seth Rogen both began their act- 
ing careers on the 1999 Paul Feig and Judd 
Apatow TV series “Freaks and Geeks.” 
When the show was— lamentably— can- 
celed after its first season, they went their 
separate ways, rarely crossing paths in the 
ensuing years. 

They reunited for “Pineapple Express,” 
which opened Wednesday Going against 
type, Rogen plays the straight man, while 
Franco gets most of the big laughs. 

Here, Rogen and Franco talk about 
Stoner authenticity, Guatemalan pants 
and counting the days until Apple Martin 
exacts vengeance for that Coldplay joke in 
“The 40-Year-Old-Virgin.” 

It’s funny the number of people who 
assume you guys must have been high while 
making this movie. 

Rogen: Yeah, I don’t know if these peo- 
ple have ever seen a Cheech and Chong 
movie. But they ... suck! You don’t want to 
smoke weed when you’re making movies. 
Cheech and Chong taught me that. 

Franco: I’ve been on a couple of movies 
where an actor comes in intoxicated. It’s 
ridiculous. One case, a guy came in drunk 


for a scene where he was supposed 
to be on drugs and he was just stu- 
pid. 

Rogen: He was just a drug addict 
(laughs). 

Franco: Who didn’t give a {rip]. And 
they had to call an ambulance. 

Rogen: Yeah, there’s a lot of heavy 
equipment around movie sets. You don’t 
want to be high. 

So, James, when it came time to research 
your character, you didn’t have to go far? 

Franco: Seth actually gave me joint-roll- 
ing lessons, ^ah, I was in good hands. 

Docs that mean the “cross joint,” billed as 
the “apex of the vortex of joint engineering,” 
comes from personal experience? 

Rogen: Yeah, we smoked those in high 
school. We were shocked it wasn’t in a 
movie before. 

It even tied in with the civil engineering 
story that James’ character has. It worked 
well. 

And yet, Judd considers this to be an 
“anti-weed” movie. 

Rogen: I don’t see that. I think if you 
smoke weed at all, you will watch this mov- 




ie and want to go home and smoke a cross- 
joint. That being said, I don’t think you 
look at our characters and think, “Those 
are the guys I want to be.” 

Franco: Yeah. I don’t think there’s going 
to be a run on Guatemalan pants when this 
movie comes out. 

You mentioned the Guatemalan pants, 
James, that you wear throughout the film. I 
understand you wanted Puma sweats. 

Rogen: And hotel slippers! 


Franco: 

Well yeah. 

On “Spider- 
Man,” costumes 
were a big thing. On 
this, it was like, “Is it the $25 
Pumas or the $35 Guatema- 
lan pants?” I thought hotel slippers 
would be cool, but then there’s so much 
action later in the movie that Judd said, 
basically, “You’re an idiot if you wear 
those.” 

What about the headband? 

Franco: The headband came later, after I 
literally ran into a tree. 

You see it in the movie. They used the take, 
and I had to get stitches. We couldn’t stop 
shooting, so we thought of the headband. 

Rogen: And now you see these guys 
wearing “Pineapple Express” headbands. 

Franco: Which is really cool. That’s like 
the best thing for me. Nobody dressed up 
as the Son of the Green Goblin. 

You go after Jeff Goldblum pretty good in 
the movie. How do you think he’ll react? 

Rogen: You know what’s {messed up]? I 
go to this sushi place in F. A. and Jeff Gold- 
blum is always there. And he’s saying, “I’m 
so excited to see ‘Pineapple Express.’ ” I 
should tell him, but I always {chicken] out. 
Do I invite him to the premiere? Or then 
does he feel like Carrie at the prom with 
the blood dumped on her? That’s my fear. 
I’m still smoothing things over with Mat- 
thew Fox. 

Franco: And Coldplay 
Rogen: Yeah. Coldplay’s still {upset]. 
Gwyneth won’t even talk to me. 

What about Apple? 

Rogen: Oh, Apple’s sworn vengeance.

They also encounter more friendly Scutosau- 
ruses. Dodos and Rex, a cute flying lizard. The amazing comput- 
er effects make the well-researched, mostly accurate prehistoric 
creatures appear completely real.

“Primeval” is much more than “Jurassic Park: The Series,” but 
it doesn’t take itself too seriously Temple and his friends outside 
the team bring a lot of the show’s cheeky humor. 

“That’s the saddest thing I’ve seen since ‘Matrix: Revolutions,’ ” 
one disbelieving college chum tells Temple after hearing about the 
dinos.

OK, Clinton, I got one for ya: The other day at work I took some heat 
from my co-workers for wearing red socks with my outfit.

Black belt. Black shoes. Watch with a red dial. 

My thought was that the stripes on the shirt matched the socks. The 
watch topped it off and complemented the outfit. I was told I looked like 
Spider-Man. What are the rules for socks? Should they match the shirt, 
the pants or the shoes?

I think your outfit sounds perfect— if 
you’re a cartoon character. Your co-work- 
ers say Spider-Man, I say Linus from Pea- 
nuts. Whatever. 

Joe, my friend. I’ve spent the last five 
years of my life beg- 
ging women not 
to be so matchy- 
matchy What on 
Earth makes you 
think I’d hold men 
to a lower standard? 

Here’s the gen- 
eral “rule” for men’s 
hosiery: Your socks 
should match your 
trousers, not your 
shoes, and definitely 
not your shirt and 
watch. So, when you 
wear gray slacks and a 
black shoe, you should wear a 
gray sock. When you wear navy 
slacks with a brown shoe, you wear 
navy socks. 

Make sense? Good. Now I’m going to 
confuse you.

A Dominick’s Finer Foods store on the 
Near West Side reopened Friday morning 
after it was shut down Thursday by health 
department inspectors who found hun- 
dreds of flies in the store. 

City inspectors returned to the store at 
I North Hals ted Street around 9:30 a.m. 
Friday and reinstated the grocery store’s 
license after confirming that the store had 
addressed the fly problem overnight, said 
Chicago Department of Public Health 
spokesman Tim Hadac. A store manager 
said the store reopened soon afterward. 

An inspection Thursday found 400 
to 500 fruit flies and houseflies in a rear 
kitchen area and on boxes in a rear storage 
area, according to a department report. 

Dominick’s spokeswoman Wynona 
Redmond said the store had addressed the 
fly problem. 

“We go to great lengths for sanitation, 
and we have some of the highest store 
standards in the food industry,” Redmond 
said. “The issue with fruit flies has been 
addressed. We took it very seriously”
